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CANADA'S IMMIGRATION 
POLICY ASSAILED BY 
WILLIAM IRVNE, M.P. 
Vigorously maintaining that only 
through cconomic processes, and not 
by tho inadequate and {ncomprohen- 
sible polley now employed by the 


govornmont of Canada, could ‘tho 
problems that now confront this 
young dominion be properly and 
fully solved, WHllfam irvine, M.P., 
representing Wetaskiwin federal 
olectora) division, presented — his 


views on the present immigration ; 
policy of the Canadian government, 
to the Labor forum on Sunday night 
In the Rialto theatre, The audience 
was large and attentive and Mr, Irvine 
wes in excellent form. His subject 
was announced as “Canada’s Immigra, 
tion Policy.” i 

“In Canada,” sald Mr. Irvine, 
“many people think that all we need 
land, But 
mere millions do not help China, nor 
India, Yet in Canada we hear the de- 
mand for another nine millions of peo- 
ple. Believing as | do that -only 
through regard for the economic situa- 
ton of this, country, can a true solu- 
tion of our difficulties be reached, I 
have never accepted that theory. Mere 
numbers are not enough. If we get 
another 100,000 mechanics, will that 
solve the problem? If we get 200,000 
more farmers, will that do it? What 
virtue, I ask, is there in numbers like 
that so long as the present uneconomic 
‘condition throughout the country re- 
mains? With more farmers, there 
would be only more farmers to exploit. 
With more laborers, there would only 
be greater numbers to compete and be 
exploited. 

“We are showing a great interest 
in the immigrants themselves. But 
if the bare truth were expressed, it 
would be shown that our immigration 
policy ig not an. altruistic one. We 
look to these newcomers to relieve 
those of us who are here now from a 
great portion of the national debt.” | 

Mr. Irvine maintained that this 
policy of going to Great Britain, 
for instance, for farmers, is a poor 
policy. The idea of bringing well 
trained mechanics to farm in this 
country is ridiculous. We open schools 
for the incoming new settlers to teach 
them our methods, while the boys and 
girls born on our farms have eventu- 
ally to move to other scenes. 

‘f) have no fiaith in the govern- 
ment’s immigration policy as_ at 
present administered. The big thing 
about it is that it aims to bring in 
more farmers, who will wield less in-! 
fluence against the government. As a 
matter of fact,” declared the speaker, 
‘it is a class policy, leveled against' 
the class that béars the heaviest por: 
tion of taxation—the agricultural class 
—and because on the farms it takes 
longer to be known whether solvency 
exists or not.’—Edmonton Journal. 


RADIO COMMISSION !S 
MAKING PRELIMINARY aa 


A preliminary survey of radio con-; 
ditions in Canada by the newly sap- 
pointed Canadian Radio Commission 
is to be followed by a visit to the 
Eastern States, then to Great Britain, 
France and Germany. In this way the 
Commission will be able to study at 
first hand the three systems in use 
en this continent and in Europe. In 
the United States all radio broadcast- 
ing {is in private hands, the govern- 
ment merely regulating wave lengths, 
power and time on the air. In Great 
Britain and Germany, the opposite is 
the case, all radio stations being own- 
ed and operated by the government. 
France combines these two methods, 
time on the air being divided equally 
between private and,government con- 
trol. 


LIVELY SESSION OF FEDERAL 
PARLIAMENT JIS FORECAST 


Ottawa, Jan. 6.—On the announce- 
ment last night by Premier King that 
Parliament would open February 7, 
political prognosticators began to fore- 
cast that the session opening next 
month. will be much livelier than the 
previous one. With occasional rumors 
in the air of a possible general elec- 
tion next Fall, the likelihood is that 
debates in both the Commons sand the 
Senate will ‘tbe somewhat more spirit- 
ed. No intimation has been made in 
official circles, though, on the possibil- 
ity of an election this year. Two gen- 
eral elections have been held in the 
Dominion during the past few years, 
one in 1925 and the last one in 1926;, 
and there are many political observ- 
ers who Jean towards the opinion that 
no further appeal will be made to the 
people. before 1930.

for the return of natunal resources to 
British Columbia would probably be 
introduced in the course of the ap- 
proaching session. 

Other Provinces Interested 

Negotiations for the return of natur- 
al reources to Alberta are also well 
advanced ,and legislation may possibly 
be also introduced in this case dur- 
ing the session. Premier J. G. Gar- 
diner, of Saskatchewan, is due to ar- 
rive in the capital early next month 
to discuss the question of the early 
return of natural resources to his 
province. 

The whole question of,the stimula- 
tion of immigration to Canada will 
likely receive attention. 

Irregularities in connection with the 
Athabasca election of 1925 may result 
in certain changes being introduced 
to the Dominion Elections Act. 

The report of the Duncan commis- 
sion on Maritime rights will probably 
be discussed further. Certain recom- 
mendations of the commission with 
respect to the iron and steel industries 
in the Maritimes have not been fully 
implemented as yet. - *

. To the Editor 

Dear Sir— 

-I would not trespass on your space 
again only Mr. Henry Young, in his 
recent letter, seems to feel hurt be- 
cause T have side-tracked five of his 
arguments. I am sorry if I have over- 
looked any of his arguments. 

I have endeavored to meet thom all 
fairly, but I find, however, that Mr. 
Young side-tracks every one of my 
arguments because they don’t sul& 
him, I am sorry that my eloquence. is 
wasted, as it were, but it does not 
worry me in the least. 


From what I gather, Mr. H. Young 
only looks at the mutter from the 
point of view that the Federal mem- 
bers of Parliament cannot afford to 
live on their present salary. However, 
my viewpoint, which I refuse to budge 
‘rom, is that, under present circum- 
stances, what with the present burden 
ef taxation—municipal, provincial and 
federal—-ind the present high cost of 
liv'ng, “Conada can’t afford to pay the 
Medernui members any more than they 
are getting.” 

I have tried to point out how this 
high cost ci government in Canada 
could be reduced, by reducing the 
number of governments, the~ large 
number of Federal members, and the 
number of officials under the different 
governments, but all my efforts are 
pooh-poohed because they are “really 
nothing to do with the subject under 
discussion” and “absolutely wide of 
the question.” 


However, I an nonsensiaal, enough 
to think that the money thus econo- 
mized would very easily pay a bigger 
increase of salary to the remaning 
Federal members than even the six 
thousand dollars which Mr. Young 
suggests. And the fairest way would 
be to pay each member according to 
the distance his constituency was 
from Ottawa—a sliding scale of sal- 
aries instead of an equal flat rate for 
all. The Ontario and Quebec members 
do not need much, if any, increase in 
pay anyway. 

-But my firm conviction is that the 
Government of Canada from top to 
pottom is already far more expensive 
per head of population than it should 
be, and.I flatly refuse to agree to ‘any 


proposal to make the taxes any ‘higher |" 


than they are, no matter what may 
be the merits of the proposition that 
may be advanced, whether it be to 
raise the pay of Federal members or 
to impose fresh taxation under the 
new School Act that is proposed for 
Alberta. 

Many politicians seem to think it is 
only necessary for them to point out 
the virtues of their plans, just like 
the high-pressure salesmen do, and 
then the tax-paying public will immedi- 
ately fall for them and pay up prompt- 
ly with a smile. But any government 
to be run efficiently has to be run on 
business lines. And at the present 
stage in the development of Canada, 
strict economy in Government financ- 
es should be the order of the day. 

The Minister of Finance for Canada, 
speaking at Vancouver very recently, 
admitted that there was too much 
overlapping in Dominion and Provin- 
cial taxations and suggested a round 
table conference to discuss how tax 
reductions could ‘best be made. The 
same applies to Provincial and Muni- 
cipal taxes. There is too much over- 
lapping of taxation all around and all 
the different forms of government dip 
into the public purse regardless of 
results. : 

Mr. Young apparently agrees with 
me that “Government should be only 
by the consent of the governed,” when 
he refers to the democratic methods of 
the U.F.A. 

Whenever the governed do not con- 
sent to a raise in taxation, there has 
always been trouble in’ the past in 
various countries. For example, the 
Liberal Government at Victoria, B.C., 
that raised its pay a few years ago 
without consulting the people, met an 
overwhelming defeat at the polls last 
year. 

I do not see any object in discuss- 
ing the five points Mr. Young thinks 
I have dodged, as I have logically dis- 
missed the whole subject of ‘raising 


Federal members’ pay by saying— 
“Canada can’t afford it.” I could 
answer those arguments at great 


length, but I am a bit of a sport and 
I hope that Mr. H. Young will be able 
to make the best use of his arguments 
at the coming U.F.A. convention. with- 
out my destroying his faith in Misied in- 
fallibility in any way. 

Every man is entitled to his own 
opinions. However, like Mr. Young, 
I have learnt a little in this friendly 
argument of ours. The other day, for 
instance, I was considerably surprised 
when a very prominent member of the 
U.F.A. shook my hand and congratulat- 
ed me on both my letters to “The 
Times” on this matter. It doesn’t 
matter who the gentleman was. I re- 
fuse to say. But from: what I can 
gather, there is a strong difference of 
opinion among the ranks of the U.F.A. 
as well as among those who do not
